They  date  from  Ancient  (Rome) 
to  modern  (Europe),  but  the  bulk  seems  to  fall  in  the  late  19th  century. 

Each  of  these  coins  has  been  mounted  on  an  ornate  5x8  card  suitable 
tor  framing,  with  the  Cardinal’s  Crest,  and  a  picture  of  the  Cardinal.  We 
have  had  them  framed  in  this  manner  for  the  thousands  of  inquirers  who 
wish  a  souvenir  coin  of  the  collection-any  coin-and  who  may  not 
necessarily  be  coin  collectors.
